He valued the men of 
knowledge, especially Imaam Abu Haneefah «... He specialised in the 
field of Anadeeth and taught thousands of students. Even the Khalifah 
Haroon Ar Rasheed envied his popularity and honour. He emulated the 
Sahabah y in his piety, Ibaadah, abstinence, character and personality. 
He was also unmatched in his extreme generosity, showering many 
gifts upon the scholars of Deen. His practice was to perform Hajj during 
one year, the following year in Jihaad and the third year engaged in 
business. Most of his profits were spent on the poor and needy. 
Amongst his notable qualities was his fear for Allaah, his concern for 
the Aakhirah, independence of creation and humility towards the poor. 
He passed away in the year 181 A.H. at the age of 63. 


(2) Allaah’s Power The whale

Hadhrat Imaam Abu Yusuf #.., was born in Baghdad in the year 113 
A.H. He was the most renowned of all the students of Imaam Abu 
Haneefah w., and it suffices to say about him that in his position as 
Chief Justice of the Muslim Empire under the Khalifah Haroon Ar 
Rasheed, he filled the state with justice and equity. His book Kitaabul 
Kharaaj was a classic book of law based upon the judgements of the 
Khulafaa Raashideen. He outlined the responsibilities of the Khalifah, 
impressing upon him his obligations and that he is ultimately 
answerable to Allaah. He made it clear that the state treasury was not 
the personal property of the Khalifah, but a trust from Allaah. He 
emphasised that zakaah from the rich was to be given to the poor and 
he forbade unlawful taxation. He decreed that all people imprisoned 
merely upon suspicion be released and he even passed a judgement 
against the Khalifah on account of his high integrity and strength of 
Imaan. As his death approached, he made a bequest that four hundred 
thousand Dirhams be distributed amongst the poor people of Makkah, 
Madinah, Kufa and Baghdad. This luminary of knowledge eventually 
passed away in the year 182 A.H.

A bucket of water was once drawn from a well for Rasulullaah p. 
Rasulullaah p gargled his mouth with the water and then spat it back 
in. The result of this was that the well then exuded the fragrance of

His real name was Muhammad and his father’s name was Ismaa’eel. he 
was born in Bukhaara on the 13 of Sha’baan 194 A.H. after the 
Jumu’ah salaah. When he lost his father at a young age, his mother 
was left to care for him by herself. He lost his vision as a child, but 
when his mother wept and prayed abundantly for him, she eventually 
saw Hadhrat Ibraheem v in a dream informing her that her du’aas had 
been accepted. That morning she saw that his vision was restored. 
Imaam Bukhaari #.., was an extremely intelligent person and was keen 
to learn Ahadeeth from a very young age and memorised every Hadith 
he heard. He himself said that he knew a hundred thousand authentic 
and two hundred thousand other Ahadeeth. From the 23 books that he 
wrote, the most renowned is the Saheeh Bukhaari. When compiling this 
treasure of Ahadeeth, he was so particular about piety and cleanliness 
that before writing down any Hadith, he would first take a bath and 
then perform two Rakaahs salaah. In this manner, the book was 
completed over a period of 16 years. The Saheeh Bukhaari is accepted 
to be the most authentic compilation of Ahadeeth. Imaam Bukhaaria 
eventually passed away after the Isha salaah on the 10" of Shawwaal 
256 A.H. 


(2) Allaah’s Power Jewels and coal 


It is through His unlimited power that Allaah has created various types 
of elements in the ground. In the form of rock, Allaah uses the same 
base element of carbon to create both coal as well as precious 
diamonds. Which other being but Allaah has the capacity to create 
sparkling diamonds as well as a substance as black as coal from the 
same raw material? This can be the handiwork of none other but 
Allaah.

The day 
eventually arrived when people started to refer to him as the Ameerul 
Mu'mineen in the field of Ahadeeth. Amongst the various books 
discussing varied subjects, he also compiled the Saheeh Muslim, which 
rightly takes its place amongst those book referred to as the most 
authentic books after the Qur'aan. This book is a priceless gift to all 
Muslims and it matchless in its fluidity. It comprises of 4000 Ahadeeth 
which Imaam Muslim #., had selected from a collection of 300 000. he 
passed away on Sunday 25" of Rajab 261 A.H. in his hometown of 
Nishapur. 


(2) Rasulullaah p’s Miracle Curing a wounded shoulder 


When Hadhrat Khubayb bin Yasaaf t was struck by a sword just 
between his shoulder and neck, the entire piece of flesh was left 
hanging loose. Rasulullaah p then placed some of his blessed saliva 
upon it and attached the dislodged flesh. It then held into place and 


was completely healed.

Iraq and Khurasaan in search of the knowledge of Deen. He enjoyed a 
prominent position amongst the Huffaadh of Ahadeeth and the Fuqahaa 
and it was always said that the science of Anadeeth was made as easy 
for him as steel was made pliable for Hadhrat Dawood v. Other 
scholars have mentioned that Imaam Abu Dawood was created for 
Ahadeeth in this world and for Jannah in the Aakhirah because they 
knew of no one better than him. Amongst the numerous books that he 
wrote, the most renowned is the Sunan Abu Dawood, which comprises 
of 4800 Ahadeeth. Imaam Abu Dawood i, passed away in Basrah on 
the 16" of Shawwaal 375 A.H. 


(2) Allaah’s Power Lightning and thunder 


When dense clouds start to pile upon one another in the sky, Allaah 
creates tremendous flashes of light and sound without any machine or 
power supply. These flashes of lightning are so intense that they turn 
the night into daylight and the roar of the thunder so deafening that it 
strikes fear into the heart.

He grew up under the shadow of his 
parent’s shadow of affection and later crossed the seas to travel in 
search of the knowledge of Deen. He studied in Khurasaan, Iraq, 
Makkah and Madinah, where he thoroughly benefited from the 
company of the great Ulema there. Allaah had granted him such a 
phenomenal memory that he memorised every Hadith that his teacher 
narrated to him upon hearing them only once. The compilation of 
Hadith that he wrote was truly a marvel of literature that astonished 
the Ulema and brought about a revolution in writing. It quoted 
narrations from Rasulullaah p discussing subjects such as the biography 
of Rasulullaah p, etiquette, Tafseer, beliefs, the days of trial and 
tribulations to come in the future, the signs of Qur'aan as well as the 
virtues of the various Sahabah yw. This is the same book that we all 
know as Jaami Tirmidhi. Imaam Tirmidhi «. says that when he showed 
the book to the Ulema of Hijaaz, Iraq and Khurasaan, they all 
expressed great joy. He once said, “When this book of mine is in 
anyone’s house, he should know that it is as if Rasulullaah p himself is 
present there and speaking to him.” Imaam Tirmidhi «# = lost his 
eyesight in his old age and passed away on the 13thy of Rajab 279 
A.H. 


(2) Rasulullaah p’s Miracle Goats all return to_ their 
respective owners 


Rasulullaah p was fighting in the Battle of Khaybar when a shepherd 
came to him and accepted Islaam. “What am I to do with all these 
goats (that I have been grazing for people)?” Rasulullaah p replied,

obligation on your behalf by returning all the goats to their respective 
homes.” The shepherd did as he was told and every goat returned to

He became so famous in the region that there was none who 
could equal him in the field in all of the land. His famous compilation of 
Ahadeeth titled A/ Mujtabaa is commonly known as Nasa'ee Shareef 
and is an abridged version of his Sunan Kubra. Whole he was also an 
expert in Ahadeeth, Imaam Nasa'ee «i. also specialised in the science 
of Fiqh in Ahadeeth and the classification of Ahadeeth. This 
specialisation is seen in his book Al Mujtaba in which he cites a Hadith 
several times, each time deriving new laws from them. He was also a 
person always engaged in Ibaadah and spent all his nights this way. He 
left Egypt for Palestin in the year 302 A.H. and eventually passed away 
there in the year 303 A.H. 


(2) Allaah’s Power From the skies to the earth 


It is through the tremendous power of Allaah that without the agency 
of any clouds, water descends from the skies to the earth in the form 
of dew. This covers the vegetation, making them moist and granting 
them added protection against the harsh sunlight. This supplies the 
moisture without the vegetation having to endure the harshness of a 
torrential downpour or hail.

He 
served the sciences of Ahadeeth and Tafseer all his life and eventually 
passed away on the 224 of Ramadhaan in the year 273 A.H.

He stated that he had been granted a high position in Sulook 
and Ma’rifah because of staying hungry, forsaking worldly pleasures 
and staying awake in Ibaadah during the nights. He avoided giving 
lectures. When he was once instructed by Rasulullaah p in a dream to 
deliver a lecture, the lecture was so effective that many people 
accepted Islaam. He was engaged in Dhikr when he passed away on a 
Friday in the year 297 A.H. He is buried in the graveyard of Shonizia, 
where Imaam Karkhi #., is buried.

There were so many 
learned scholars amongst his populace that he was the envy of all the 
other rulers. He ruled with justice and kindness for approximately 35 
years and eventually left this temporary abode of this world in the year 
421 A.H., leaving behind a legacy of tremendous accomplishments that 
will continue to impress people until the Day of Qiyaamah. 


(2) Rasulullaah p’s Miracle Hadhrat Hudhayfah + feels no 
cold 


Hadhrat Hudhayfah t reports that it was extremely cold during the 
Battle of the Trench and the wind blew fiercely. “Who will gather 
intelligence for me from the enemy?” Rasulullaah p asked the Sahabah 
yw. Because it was so cold to go out and the Sahabah yw did not have 
proper warm clothing, no one volunteered for the task. Rasulullaah p 
repeated the request thrice, but still met no response. He then said, “O

caravan.” Because Rasulullaah p took his name Hadhrat Hudhayfah + 
stood up and proceeded. Because he had responded to the command 
of Rasulullaah p, Hadhrat Hudhayfah t says that he did not feel the cold 


at all and actually felt that he was walking on a hot day.

He was born in the Zaahiraan district of Iraq in the year 450 
A.H. After completing his elementary education in his hometown, he 
proceeded to Nishapur, where he studied under Imaamul Haramain «=. 
It was not long thereafter that he was regarded as one of the senior 
Ulema of his time. He was only 34 years of age when he was placed at 
the helm of the Madrasah Nizaamiyyah in Baghdad, which was the 
greatest honour for any Aalim of the time. Because of his knowledge 
and practice, he had a tremendous effect upon the heart and minds of 
the Muslim world and Allaah caused him to be a means of great benefit 
for the Ummah. He disappeared into the wilderness for 12 years for 
spiritual reformation and thereafter wrote the classic Ihyaa’ul Uloom, 
which was immensely popular and beneficial to both the scholars of 
Deen as well as the common people. He passed away in his hometown 
in the year 505 A.H. at the age of 55 and is buried there.

Because the 
people during the time of Sheikh Abdul Qaadir Jaylaani «.., behaved as 
if they were never going to the Aakhirah, he focussed their 
attention towards the Aakhirah in his discourses and created the love 
for Allaah within their hearts. This always brought the crowd to tears. 
he is the founder of the Qaadiriyya line of Tasawwuf. He passed away 
at the age of 90 in the year 561 A.H. 


(2) Rasulullaah p’s Miracle Blessings in a single cup of 
food

India was then steeped in Kufr and Shirk and people were worshipping 
stones, trees, cows and even dung. He travelled extensively throughout 
India to raise the call to the Oneness of Allaah and taking the message 
of Islaam throughout the land in his mission of Da’wah. As a result, 
thousand of people accepted Islaam and the cry of Allaahu Akbar could 
be heard throughout the country. The people themselves then carried 
the message forward to others. After continuously pursuing this effort 
of Da’wah for almost half a century, Hadhrat Mu’eenud Deen & «, 
eventually passed away at the age of 90 in the year 627 A.H. and is 
buried in Ajmer.

His greatest desire was to conquer Baytul 
Muqaddas, but he did not realise this dream. He passed away in the 
year 569 A.H. and it was his general Salahud Deen Ayyubi # —, who 
conquered Baytul Muqaddas in the year 583 A.H. The historian Ibn 
Atheer «.., writes that after the Khulafaa Raashideen and Hadhrat Umar 
bin Abdul Azeez «.., he has no knowledge of a personality better and 
more just than Sultan Nurud Deen Zangi si... 


(2) Rasulullaah p’s Miracle Curing a child who could not 
talk 


When Rasulullaah p was returning after pelting the Jamara Aqaba 
during the Hajj, a woman brought a child to Hadhrat Moulana saying,

Sultan Salaahud Deen Ayyoobi «., is Known as the conqueror of Baytul 
Muqaddas. He was an accomplished king during the 6 Islaamic 
century and is known as Ayyoob because his father’s name was 
Ayyoob. Her grew up in a middle-classed but noble home and was 
trained as a military man. After becoming the king, he made many 
sacrifices and needed to exercise great fortitude. He made it his 
objective in life to uplift the name of Allaah in this world and in this he 
realised his greatest feat, which was to free Baytul Muqaddas from the 
hands of the Kuffaar. Baytul Mugaddas had been ruled by the 
Christians for 90 years, during which time they had oppressed the 
Muslims most savagely. However, when he conquered the land from 
the Christians, rather than taking revenge from them, Sultan Salaahud 
Deen Ayyoobi «=, announced that every elderly person who cold not 
afford to pay the ransom should be set free to go wherever he pleased. 
They were then given the entire day to vacate the city and were 
permitted to visit whenever they pleased. 


(2) Allaah’s Power Snow-caped mountains 


Snow often caps the peaks of mountains in high-lying areas where 
temperatures are freezing despite the fact that such areas are closer to 
the sun.

He was extremely forbearing and kind and would overlook 
the faults of his slaves and companions. In fact, when the leader of the 
Christian army was brought to him after he had conquered Baytul 
Muqaddas and feared being executed, Sultan Salaahud Deen Ayyoobi «=, 
« reassured him that he was safe and would not be killed. Apart from 
this, Allaah had endowed him with many other sterling qualities. It was 
in the year 589 A.H. that this soul passed away.

The Sahabah yw reports that they were 400 men with Rasulullaah p on a 
journey when they set up camp at a place where there was no water.

After testing Moulana Roomi # —, the 
Sheikh said, “It is only your inner knowledge that is now left. I now 
wish to hand this trust of your father’s over to you.” Moulana Roomi a=, 
then spent 9 years in the company of the Sheikh and progressed 
through the various stages of Ma’rifah and Sulook.

It was towards the 
end of the Alaa’ee reign and drinking, sin and gambling were the order 
of the day. However through his efforts, the majority of Muslims in 
India had turned towards Ibaadah and leading lives of abstinence. 
There were more people attending his gatherings than those of the 
king. He did not like to associate with the wealthy and when the king 
Alaa’ud Deen Khalji insisted on meeting him, Hadhrat Nizaamud Deen 
sian, Said, “I have two doors here. Should the king enter from one door, 
I shall exit through the other.” He gave up eating and drinking forty 
days before he passed away and would weep continuously. He 
eventually passed away in the year 725 A.H. 


(2) Allaah’s Power Colours 


It is through colours that many things are distinguished because they 
would be impossible to tell apart without their differences in colour. 
Just think of how fruits are distinguished by the colours of their skins 
and insides and how the colour tells a ripe fruit apart from a raw fruit.

He had memorised the Qur'aan and 
completed elementary studies with his father, completing his studies 
when he was seventeen years old. Although initially belonged to the 
Chistiyyah school of Tasawwuf like his father, he later entered the 
Qaadiriyyah school as well. After his father passed away, Hadhrat 
Mujaddid Alf Thaani #., pledge allegiance to Hadhrat Baaqi Billaah a, 
and even received successorship from him. He then engaged in the 
propagation of Deen and in clarifying the differences between Sunnah 
and Bid'ah, Shari'ah and philosophy and Tasawwuf and monasticism. 
He even had to endure the hardships of prison for the sake of Deen, 
but managed to eradicate the corruption that was creeping into the 
Deen. He eventually passed away in the year 1034 at the age of 63 
and is buried in his homeland of Sirhind. His greatest memoir was his 
letters and it is because of his efforts at reviving the pure teachings of 
the Deen that he received the title of Mujaddid Alf Thaani (meaning the 
reviver of the second millennium).

Hadhrat Hamzah bin Amr Aslami t reports that he was in charge of the 
butter container when they marched to Tabook. After using some to 
prepare food on the way, he noticed that there was very little butter 
left.

He received his 
elementary education from Sheikh Abul Waa’‘idh Hargaami and further 
education and etiquette from Molwi Sayyid Muhammad Qanuji # =. He 
then became an accomplished scholar of Deen under the tutelage of 
various other teachers. He also memorised the Qur'aan in a year. He 
loved the Ulema, revered them greatly and would sit attentively in their 
gatherings wherever he travelled, showering them with exquisite gifts 
afterwards. He acquired knowledge of Tasawwuf from Khwaja 
Muhammad Ma’soom w«, and his son Sayfud Deen «# —. It was his 
practice to awaken before dawn to perform the Tahajjud salaah and 
then wait for the Fajr salaah in the Masjid as he sat facing the Qibla. 
He would then perform his Sunnah Rakaahs immediately after the 
Adhaan and then engage in recitation of the Qur'aan and study of the 
Ahadeeth after performing the Fajr salaah in Jamaa'ah. After 
performing the Chaast salaah he would remain in seclusion for awhile. 
He always remained in the state of wudhu and recited the Kalimah and 
other forms of Dhikr in abundance. He fasted every Monday, Thursday 
and Friday and would participate in the Dhikr gatherings of the saints.

When he ascended to the throne in the year 1068 A.H., he waived all 
the taxes owing to the government the previous year and distributed 
2.5 million Rupees amongst the poor. He also sent 630000 Rupees as a 
gift for Makkah and Madinah and had a Masjid of marble erected in a 
fortress, which cost approximately 160000 Rupees. His empire 
stretched from the port of Karachi to the easternmost limits of Aasaam 
and from the Indian ocean in the south to the Himalaya mountains in 
the north. He banned intoxicants, dancing and other activities that 
conflicted with the laws of the Shari'ah and secured the roads against 
robbers. He fixed an annual amount of 140000 Rupees for the poor and 
did not allow the demolition of any religious site. The adherents of 
every religion lived in peace and were free to practice their religion. He 
listened to the young and old and would not compromise on the truth 
for anyone. 


(2) Rasulullaah p’s Miracle Assistance from the angels 


Hadhrat Abu Talha t reports that when the Kuffaar army surprised 
them with an attack during one of the battles, Rasulullaah p recited:

Amongst 
the important books that he had printed was Radd Shi’ah by Allaama 
Hasan #.., and Najmul Furqaan by Moulana Muhammad Mustafa # 
which is an index of the words of the Qur'aan. He instructed a panel of 
Ulema from India to compile a book of Masaa’il from all the books of 
Fiqh, which would encompass all the aspects of Fiqh. He appointed 
Sheikh Nizaamud Deen w+, as head of the panel and the result of their 
efforts after eight years was Fataawaa Aalamgeeri Shaahi. A total of 
200000 Rupees were spent on the project. It was the practice of 
Aalamgeer #.., to have Sheikh Nizaamud Deen «., read him a page of 
the book every day, ponder over it and then record what the consensus 
of the Ulema was on the issue. This was an effort which really freed the 
Ulema and student from having to refer to other books. When the Arab 
Ulema saw the book, they were impressed and had it published under 
the name Fataawaa Hindiyyah

When the enemy 
launched an attack in the year 1767 A.D., Tipu Sultan a, faced them 
with an army of seven thousand and captured the impregnable fortress 
of Mangalore. The sacrifices of Haydar Ali Khan and Tipu Sultan as. can 
never be forgotten in the fight for freedom in which Tipu Sultan a 
eventually gave his blood and was martyred on the 4" of May 1799 
A.D.

Tipu Sultan ws. was a true patriot to his land and a king who treated all 
subjects equally. Together with ensuring that the Muslims obeyed the 
laws of the Shari'ah, he allowed people of other faiths to practice 
freely. He was a pious and modest man who was particular about 
fasting and salaah, especially the Tahajjud salaah. He was an authority 
in Deeni knowledge and himself wrote many books. He established a 
university called Jaami’ul Umoor which taught both Deeni and secular 
sciences. He also instructed scholars to establish Madrasahs in the 
Masaajid to teach children. When opening the Jaami Masjid in Mysore, 
he announced in the crowd of eminent scholars, “Only that person 
should open the Masjid who has never missed a single Fardh salaah.” 
When no one stepped forward, Tipu Sultan #., himself went forward to 
lead the salaah, saying, “By the grace of Allaah, I have never once 
missed a Fardh salaah.” It is tragic that the sterling attributes of a just 
and pious king such as Tipu Sultan a., are concealed and he is depicted 
in a negative light by historians.

When Tipu Sultan a. was about to fight his last battle, his secretary 
Habibullaah said, “Sir! It is time that you should have mercy on 
yourself and that your princes should become orphans.” To this Tipu 
Sultan as, replied, “I have already decided that my family and I should 
be sacrificed for the Deen of Muhammad p.” When the enemy gained 
entry into the fortress through the betrayal of Mir Saadiq, Abdul 
Ghaffaar the faithful general of Tipu Sultan » | was martyred. Tipu 
Sultan #.., was about to eat a morsel of food when he heard the news. 
He then said, “Our days are also numbered.” He then jumped into the 
thick of the battle and fought for a long while. However, when the 
fortress fell to the enemy, his deceitful slave Rajah Khan bade him to 
surrender himself. In anger he replied, “A single day in the life of a lion 
is better than a thousand days in the life of a jackal.” Despite several 
bullet wounds, he continued fighting until the evening but eventually 
fell to a hail of bullets from every direction when a traitor gave his 
position away to an enemy officer. When he fell, one of the enemy 
soldiers tried to snatch his jewel encrusted sword from him. Despite 
the bullet to his chest, he fought the soldier off and managed to 
dispatch him to Jahannam. A bullet in his head finally killed him and he 
drank from the goblet of martyrdom on the 4" of May 1799 A.D. He 
was given a royal funeral the following day and buried by the side of 
his father Haydar Ali. 


(2) Allaah’s Power Sounds in the air 


Air is essential for the survival of man, but is also necessary to carry 
sounds so that we can hear them. Sounds are inaudible on the moon 
because of the absence of air. Sounds create waves in the air, which 
then collide with the eardrums, causing them to vibrate. The delicate 
eardrums then immediately relate the message to the brain.

The Muslims 
forgot Allaah to the extent that apart from not performing the five daily 
salaahs, they did not even perform the salaah of the two days of Eid. It 
was then that Allaah sent the hordes of the Tartars under the 
leadership of Genghis Khan to attack the Muslims first during the year 
616 A.H. when Khwarzim Shah was the king. When Genghis died in the 
year 624 A.H., his son and grandson continued the plunder and caused 
streams of blood to flow in Iran, Turkistan, Bukhara, Samarkand, 
Hamdaan, Qazween, Nishapur and so many other places. When his 
grandson Halaku Khan reached Baghdad, he destroyed every inch of 
the city and 1.8 million people were killed in just 40 days. He also 
destroyed all Muslim landmarks. He demolished the libraries and threw 
so many books into the rivers that they flowed black with ink. The 
annals of Islaam had never seen a massacre of this proportion, but 
look at the power of Allaah. The same Tartars who were responsible for 
the destruction were inspired with guidance and the entire nation 
accepted Islaam. How true are the words of the Qur'aan when it states, 


“If you turn away (from obeying Him), He (will not at all be affected because He) will substitute 
you with another nation who will not be like yourselves (but who will do exactly as He 


orders)" .
